Allied warplanes blasting at Japan's sea-borne invaders were cred- 


ited officially' today with sinking three big enemy transports in the 
ciitical battle for the Dutch East Indies, while a Tokyo spokesman 
acknowledged that 26 Japanese transpoits had been sunk or damaged 
to date in the Far Pacific. 


The spokesman, Commander Itaru Tashiro of the naval press sec- 


tion said Jatian expected even heavier losses, because the United 
Nations had more than 1,000 planes in the wai zone and 40 to 50 
submarines. 


A U S. war depaitment bulletin said seven American P-RP pur- 


suit planes intercepted a formation of nine Japanese bombers escoited 
by 14 fighter planes over Java and forced the raiders to flee. 


The bulletin said one Japanese bomber and one fighter plane were 


shot down. Four other enemy bombers and two fighters were damaged, 
without loss to the Americans.

As the day wore on, other United Nations triumphs hi the air were 


reported, and it was becoming apparent that for the first time in the 
11-weeks-old conflict Japan was facing a major challenge in the skies. 


A Royal Australian Air Force communique >said Australian 


bombers, slashing at Japanese bases -400 to 500 miles north of Australia 
attacked both Rabaul, New Britain Island, and Timor Island, and set 
big fires. 


Simultaneously, dispatches from Rangoon said 30 Japanese fighter 


planes were destroyed in the Burma battle area today. 


Word of the Allies' new aerial counter-punches came as imperial 


Tokyo headquarters asserted in an English-language propaganda broad- 
cast that Japanese planes had delivered a "mortal blow to the British 
and Dutch air forces" with the destiuction of 68 Allied planes based at 
Java yesteiday.

an airplane who does not like it 
Stressing that even though a per- 
son may not like aviation it will 
have a bearing on his life anyway,- 
he proceeded to relate the trem* 
endous developments in the fiel<L 
the past few years. In regard to 
ma;.! service he stated that within 
a very few years this 
service 


should be extended to every com- 
munity in the United States. Capt- 
ain Goff stated that had not the 
present world war

would have resulted'to the present 
day. 


He reiterated the strides made in 


communication through aviation as 
well as transportation. 
Having

ever, a boy's chances of becoming 
a pilot are eight to one against him 
because of the many branches of 
service in the field which he may 
choose to enter upon taking up 
aviation.

executives are technicians of the 
highest degree of confidence such 
as those of the legal and medical 
professions. 


Highly commending' commercial

Warren State Hospital, as outlined by a department com- 
mittee representing Public Instruction, Health, Labor, 
Industry and Welfare, with the approval of the State 
Council of Defense. 


A study of the set-up shows that nothing has been 


overlooked that will contribute toward the safety and 
comfort of the patients and the large staff, in case such 
an emergency does arise. 


A similar program is being worked out at the Warren 


General, and other public and charitable institutions in 
the community, it is expected they will be in partial op- 
eration for the black-out next Monday evening. 


It should be a source of much gratification to rela- 


tives and friends of those under treatment and care in 
these institutions to know that such elaborate prepara- 
tions have been made for their protection. Those respon- 
sible are to be commended.

WASHINGTON—By passing the 
* ' bill giving themselves the op- 
tion OL being blanketed into ihe 
Civil service retirement act, con- 
gressmen have opened the door 
to an avalanche of criticism, ridi- 
cule and abuie. In an election 
year, that's bad. 


It's so bad, in fact, that a repeal 


move i? snowballing along, with a 
lot of sound and fury in both 
House and Senate. Whei.bc.- a 
large number of congressmen sin- 
cerely think they passed a bad 
lav/ (many members were not 
present either time the measure 
went through the House, although 
the vote in the Senate was a mat- 
ter of record, and one congress- 
man declared not one-tenth of 
the House membership was pres- 
ent when the bill originally was 
brought up) or whether they have 
heard the first rumblings of a 
storm from opponents who -,vil! 
face them at Ihe polls is a mailer 
for conjecture. 


There is one thing, however: 


I_have never seen a bill passed 
about which there has been so 
much misunderstanding and mis- 
statement.

TN the first place, the amendment 
* bringing Congress under the 
retirement lav.- is merely an ex- 
tension of the already existing 
pension law which now covers 
1.250,000 federal employes. The 
only way that it differ.* is that 
members of Congress have to 
serve five years before they are 
eligible for participation and they 
have the option of going into ft 
or staying out. If they go in, they 
have to contribute to the retire- 
ment fund 5?o of their salary or 
$500 annually. 


If their participation in the act 


is unsound from an actuarial 
standpoint, then the whole act is 
unsound. 


But let's look at some other 


phases of this new law. The libra- 
ry of Congress soys that from the 
very beginning of Congress to 
now. only 35 per cent of the mem- 
bers have ever served more than 
two terms. In other words, there 
would never bs more than 152 
members of the House eligible for 
participation. There are at pres- 
ent about 80 senators who have 
served more than one term and 
would be eligible.

'"PHE law does have a couple of 
J loopholes that would a l l o w 
prccent members of retirement 
age to pay a smail premium and 
retire with an annuity—but Civil 
Service, which has charge of the 
act, says that such statements as 
the widely circulated one that a 
member could pay S1.40 premium 
and re-tire immediately at 54,100 
a ye«r is just silly. For example, 
says the commission, a congress- 
man now 62. with five years of 
service, could retire and receive 
about S500 a year, with payment 
of only a small premium. 


_ If Congress had voted into the 
oil) a clause that no member of 
the 77th Congress could partici- 
pate in the act unless he should 
OP roelected to the 78th. there 
p r o b a b l y wouldn't have been 
rr.iK-h furore. 


Civil service estimates that Ihe 


annual cost of the act as applied 
to Congress will never be more 
than S80.000 a year. Even if all 
o3l members of Congress partic- 
ipated, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion says the total cost would be 
only about $500,000 a year—and 
Congress then would be paying 
into tho fund $275,500 a year from 
.salaries.
